Five colleges including Chaffey, 
San Bernadino, Riverside, and 
Citrus took part in the contest for 
which the contestants wrote their 
own scripts. Length of the time 
alloted each participant was two 
minutes. Following the broadcast

Lynde, program director of KBMT 
evaluated the speeches. 
Judges included John R. Rider, 
; who has directed programs in New 
York for CBS, William Lee, owner 
of KBMT, and Paul Lynde. Scor- 
ing was awarded on the following 
basis: 20 points on choice of 
events and effectiveness of cover- 
age. 50 points on intelligibility; 
included here were correctness of 
punctuation, clarity of enunci 
ation, effectiveness of phrasing, 
suitability of inflection, rate of 
speed, and color of presentation. 
Further factors included 10 
points on voice which consider¥d 
range of pitch, suitability of vol- 
ume, and effective quality. 20 
points were possible for showman- 
ship including audio appeal of per- 
former, his apparent sincerity, ef- 
fectiveness of his style, and micro- 
phone personality.
